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Improvements in Tracks or Racing Surfaces used in connection 
with In-door or Out-door Sports, 




I, Charles Ernest Tetlow, The 
Grauge, Withins Road^ Hollinwood, Old- 
ham, British, do hereby declare the nature 
of this invention and in what manner the 
5 same is to . be performed, to be particu- 
larly described and ascertained in and Iby 
the following statement : — 

According to the present invention 
tracks or racing surfaces used in connec- 

jQ tion with In-door or Out-door sports, are 
converted from the original type of Elat 
track to a banked or other type of track 
by means of portable or removable sec- 
tions or receptacles of suitable design, 
built of iany suitable material, and so 
arranged that a track of different charac- 
ter or type is made whilst by the removal 
oi the said portable, or removable sections 
or receptacles the track may be re-con- 

20 verted to the original type of track, the 
surface of the original type of track not 
having been unduly disturbed Iby the 
alteration or re-conversion of the track. 
Suitably designed portable or remov- 

25 able sections or stagings," — one or more 
in number, are arranged and placed on 
any flat or other surface used in connec- 
tion with or for In-door or Out-door sport 
and a new track surface, inclined later- 

30 ally, to suit requirements, is made or 
constructed thereon, the surface of the 
original track being altered in such places 
and a new type of track formed, with sur- 
face to suit requirement. 

35 The sections may be made of any 
material and so constructed that any 
number may be bolted or fixed together 
to form a complete arrangement of any 
desired design or form of surface. 

40 The number of stagings and the posi- 
tion of each are such as to suit require- 
ment, and are placed or arranged on^ a 
track to form a track of other type suit- 
able for another class of sport. 

4i5 The receptacles or staging may be filled 
with any suitaible material to the required 
level or height to form the desired sur- 
face for the new type of track, thus when 
erected and fixed or placed in position 

r»0 the surface of the additional material is 
suitable for requirement and is similar 
to that of other parts of the track or 
as desired. In like manner portable or 



removable sections may be covered with 
suitable material strewn or rolled oa, I he 5g 
whole along with such portions of the 
original track, which have not been 
altered, forming a track of other character 
to the original track. 

The sections, receptacles, stagings or 
the like, may be placed on wheels i)r 
runners to facilitate handling. 

The original track in any portion there- 
of may or may not be cut up by tho 
placing of the sections or receptacles there- « 
on, but by the removal of same the 
original track may be reverted to at any 
lime without undue alteration. 

By way of example, — in dirt track 
racing, used in particular for a special t^g 
kind of motor cycle racing, the track is 
flat, and usually arranged with two long 

straights " connected with semi-circular 
ends, the whole forming what is termed 

an Oval " on the flat, the surface of •75 
the track being of cinder construction. 

By use of portable or removable sec-, 
tions, receptacles or the like, the recep- 
tacles being filled with cinder or dirt of 
similar character to that of the track or 30 
as desired, such sections being suitably 
arranged, designed and supported to suit 
requirement, one or both of the semi- 
circular ends or what are termed the 
" Bends of the track,— both preferably, 38 
— may be converted for the time being 
into banked svirfaces, and likewise any 
portion of the Straight " in amy posi- 
tion or place, of any desired width, may 
be inclined or banked, so that the finished qq 
arrangement may be what is termed, a

3. by Jway 'of example only, shows 
the general idea of a receptacle or box- 
like Container, -which consists essentially 
:30 of ^a floor P supported or held in position 
by a framework or support P, the angle 
of the floor P, being arranged laterally 
relative to any other surface on which 
the framework or the like is placed, to 
'35 suit any desired requirement, width, arek 
or curvature. 

The . floor F may be a flat or other sur- 
face, ;fi:5:ed or placed level with the top 
of the framework P, or surrounded by a 
40 raised firamewo«rk . of . box-like construe-^ 
tion, the whole arrangement being oh siich 
type of Support as desired. 

On the floor F, ridges or projections 
K ' may be arranged or attached, which 
-45 ridges or the like are tised' to hold lo'6"s6 
or other material for the required track 
surface in position. 

The suj)po!rt for the b6x-lilce container 
or receptacle may or may not form part 
:".50 of A darri£i^e bn trheels W, for the. purpose 
of j^bll'itating Ithfe transport of 'the recep-

Having "now partictilarly djBscribed iand 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion, and in what' manner the same is td 
be performed, I dedafe that what J 
claim is : — * * " 

Portable or removable Track sections, 
receptacles or ^stagings, to suit require- 
ment, one or more in number, suitably 
designed, fixed and arranged, with a track 
surface of any desired material, made, 
constructed or fixed thereon and used lor 
In-door or Out-dopr = sport, for convert- 
ill a Flat. " track, in. any portion or 
portions thereof: to a Banked " track or 
track inclined laterally, as and in sudbi 
positions, as regards width', area and 
length; as desired and by the removal of 
such sections, stagiiigs .oir the like • to -^e- 
conivert the track' to the original type of 
track, the surface *of the original track not 
being unduly distTirbed or damaged by any 
converiioh or re-cohversioh froin ' a .„ 
" Flat to a Bantfed'' track or from 
a '' Banked^* . to iihe original type of 
''Flat " track. . ' .vc-- .
